Wabash County remains at 


yellow COVID-19 advisory level 


Officially encourage vaccinations as 
fears rise over increased cases, variants

For the second week in 
a row, Wabash County re- 
mained in the yellow advi- 
sory category on the Indiana 
State Department of Health 
(ISDH) dashboard. 

The results are as of 
11:59 p.m. Monday, April 5. 
The county metrics map is 


updated at noon Wednesdays 
and reflects data through the 
previous Sunday. 

This is the second week in 
a row rising local cases have 
caused Wabash County to 
be classified in the yellow, 
or second-lowest, category. 
That’s after several weeks of 
Wabash County being classi- 
fied as being the blue, or low- 
est, category. 


Hoosiers age 16 and older 
are now eligible to receive a 
COVID-19 vaccine. 

Appointments are still avail- 
able at the mass vaccination 
site at Roosevelt Park in Gary 
and the mobile site in Mich- 
igan City, as well as others. 
Those two sites, and an ad- 
ditional mobile site in Mer- 
rillville, opened April 7, and 
5,685 doses have been admin- 
istered in the first two days. 

During the regular month- 
ly meeting on Wednesday, 
North Manchester Town 
Council president Alan Mir- 


acle said he hoped everyone 
who was able to be vaccinat- 
ed would take advantage to 
combat the rising number of 
cases. 

“Tm glad to see numbers 
were going down, but they 
are kind of going back up. 
Everyone has a chance to get 
vaccinated at this point,” said 
Miracle. “I would encour- 
age any town employees to 
consider it. If you haven’t, I 
would encourage anybody to 
get these things. My concern 
is that if a lot of people don’t 
that there will still be cases. 


People like me that have had 
both vaccinations I feel like 
I'm fairly safe and I’m not 
too concerned about it, but 
who knows, if there’s a lot of 
people who don’t get vacci- 
nated there could possibly be 
some variants come around 
or change. We don’t know 
how this thing could change 
as it goes along.” 

As of Friday, a total of 
3,268,764 doses have been 
administered in Indiana. This 
includes 1,916,401 first doses

Braun tours White’s

After visit, senator weighs in on infrastructure bill, immigration, vaccinations

During the current Senate 
recess, senators have been 
making their way back to their 
home states, and Wabash was 
the site of two separate visits 
during the past week. 

On Monday, Sen. Todd 
Young, R-Indiana, met with 
local business leaders at the 
Grow Wabash County offic- 
es. 

And on Wednesday, Sen. 
Mike Braun, R-Indiana, vis- 
ited White’s Residential and 
Family Services. 

Among the locations on 


campus Braun visited was the 
50 East Garden Center and 
Cafe, “a really killer cafe and 
coffee shop,’ said director 
of donor stewardship Shane 
Whybrew. 

Next door was the Grow- 
ing Teens for Life vocational 
program, which includes a 
hydroponic farming system. 

In October 2020, the pro- 
gram was one of 21 of the 
Indianapolis NBA All-Star 
Legacy Committee’s $50,000 
grant recipients. 

“We’re selling the stuff 
we're growing, in addition 
to using it in the cafeteria for 
our students. If you come to 


get a salad, here it’s what we 
grow,” said Whybrew. 

After touring those two 
facilities, Braun made his 
way to the Compass Rose 
Academy, which has been 
under construction since the 
groundbreaking in August 
2020. 

Once his scheduled visit 
had concluded, Braun took a 
few minutes to discuss sever- 
al pressing national issues. 

Braun said he was very con- 
cerned about President Joe 
Biden’s proposed infrastruc- 
ture bill and the associated 
costs. 

“In my new job nobody 
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worries about that like we do 
running an entity, a business, 
a public school system, a state 
or local government,’ said 
Braun. “All of that is part of 
what I think confuses folks to 
where they look to the federal 
government as a solution.” 
Braun said he was con- 
cerned about the future con- 
sequences of approving bil- 
lions in new spending. 
“Everything that Biden has 
proposed, it’s just piling onto 
that because we’re not off- 
setting any spending,” said 
Braun. “And that all is OK 


North 
Manchester 
begins prep 
for CCMG 
projects 


Town hopeful INDOT 
will OK $500K in road 
projects this month

The town of North Man- 
chester hasn’t been approved 
for Community Crossings 
Matching Grant Program 
(CCMG) funds, but they are 
making plans now in case 
they are. 

At Wednesday’s regular 
monthly meeting, North 
Manchester Town Council 
president Alan Miracle com- 
municated a request from 
town manager Adam Penrod 
to approve funding for sur- 
veying for the proposed road 
projects. 

Penrod said grant applica- 
tions have not been approved 
by the Indiana Department 
of Transportation (INDOT), 
but it’s anticipated an an- 
nouncement will be made by 
mid-April. 

“If certain streets or proj- 
ects are not awarded funding 
this cycle, the engineering 
work and costs related to 
that street will not be initiat- 
ed at this time,” said Penrod. 

Penrod said they were 
“hopeful” that all projects 
they had submitted to the 
state would be funded for 
around $500,000.

Visit Wabash County plans historic buildings tour for May 


The event will highlight 
three storied locations 
in North Manchester

Spring is in the air, and Visit Wa- 
bash County has once again begun 
planning a tour of local historic 
buildings, this time in North Man- 
chester. 

On Friday, Visit Wabash County 
marketing manager Whitney Mill- 
spaugh said tickets for the Histor- 
ic Buildings Trolley No. 85 Tour 
would go on sale beginning on Tues- 
day, April 13. 

Millspaugh said in partnership 
with the North Manchester Center 
for History, participants will receive 
“an exclusive tour” of three “his- 
toric, beautiful properties” in North 
Manchester. 

The tour will take place from 
9a.m. to noon Saturday, May 8t. 
The cost will be $25 per person and 


will begin at the Visit Wabash Coun- 
ty Welcome Center, 221 S. Miami 
St., Wabash. 

“Calling all history lovers or any- 
one looking for a unique, exclusive 
Wabash County experience,” said 
Millspaugh. “This historic tour will 
give you a closer look at these three 
incredible North Manchester prop- 
erties.” 

The buildings included in the tour 
will be: 

E The Union Block and Straus 
Building: This building was heavily 
damaged by a fire in 2016. “Feast 
your eyes on the power of a com- 


pleted, beautiful restoration,’ said 
Millspaugh. 
E The Tower House: “Get a rare 


tour of this Victorian-style home that 
is currently undergoing a jaw-drop- 
ping, massive renovation project,” 
said Millspaugh. 

E The L.Z. Bunker House: “Expe- 
rience the beauty of this large, brick 
Italianate home that is currently go- 
ing through a full historic renova- 
tion,” said Millspaugh.

“This will be a separate re- 
quest in the future if grants 
are awarded to the town,” 
said Penrod. 

Penrod said Apex Consult- 
ing and Surveying in Fort 
Wayne had “always given 
very conservative pricing in 
the past and we expect their 
work will come in under 
budget.” 

In a March 31 letter to 
Penrod, Apex Surveying 
engineering manager Aaron 
J. Ott said they would begin 
the surveying and design 
work “to meet the desired 
bidding timeline for the 
projects if and when they 
are awarded.” 

The following is the list 
of the requested projects in- 
cluded in the proposal. The 
first six listed will require 
milling, resurfacing, partial 
and full-depth patching as 
needed and curb and side- 
walk replacement “where 
they are failing and upgrade 
(Americans with Disabil- 
ities Act of 1990) ramps 
which do not meet current 
standards.” The final four 
listed will include the mill- 
ing, resurfacing and partial 
and full-depth patching 
only: 

1. Colfax Street: Railroad

Ott said the tentative sched- 
ule for bids will need to be 
received for a scheduled bid 
opening no later than June. 
The tentative date that the 
documents need to be com- 
pleted for advertisement is 
May. 

Ott said the fees would not 
exceed $20,450.

the measure unanimously. 

Through the CCMG pro- 
gram, INDOT matches up 
to $1 million annually when 
localities invest in road and 
bridge repairs. Counties 
with populations fewer than 
50,000 and cities and towns 
with populations fewer than 
10,000 receive a 75 percent 
to 25 percent match, while 
counties with populations of 
greater than 50,000 and cit- 
ies and towns with popula- 
tions of greater than 10,000 
receive a 50 percent to 50 
percent match. 

During the first round 
of 2020 CCMG awards in 
April 2020, LaFontaine and 
North Manchester were both 
awarded funding. 

In December 2020, Penrod 
said the projects for which 
the funds were slated were 
the Phase II reconstruction 
of Wayne Street, the mill 
and resurfacing of West 
Main Street and crack seal- 
ing 10 different street seg- 
ments. 

In September 2020, Penrod 
said they would be waiting 
until January 2021 to apply 
again as they had already re- 
ceived the maximum amount 
for 2020 during the first 
round.

The 
local seven-day positivity 
rating for unique individuals 
was 13 percent. 

E On Thursday, the ISDH 
reported three new local pos- 
itive COVID-19 cases, bring- 
ing Wabash County’s total to 
3,436, with 14,741 tests. The 
local seven-day positivity rat- 
ing for all tests was 4 percent. 
The local seven-day positivi- 
ty rating for unique individu- 
als was 14.3 percent. 

E On Friday, the ISDH re- 


ported seven new local posi- 
tive COVID-19 cases, bring- 
ing Wabash County’s total 
to 3,443, with 14,768 tests. 
The local seven-day positivi- 
ty rating for all tests was 2.4 
percent. The local seven-day 
positivity rating for unique 
individuals was 12.6 percent. 


Statewide figures 

On Friday, the ISDH an- 
nounced that 1,374 addi- 
tional Hoosiers have been 
diagnosed with COVID-19 
through testing at state and 
private laboratories. That 
brings to 696,175 the num- 
ber of Indiana residents 
now known to have had the 
novel coronavirus following 
corrections to the previous 
day’s dashboard. 

To date, 12,726 Hoosiers 
are confirmed to have died 
from COVID-19, an increase 
of 16 from the previous day. 
Another 405 probable deaths 
have been reported based on 
clinical diagnoses in patients 
for whom no positive test is 
on record. 

A total of 3,294,837 unique 
individuals have been tested 
in Indiana, up from 3,290,645 
on Thursday. A total of 
9,152,768 tests, including re- 
peat tests for unique individu- 
als, have been reported to the 
state Department of Health 
since Feb. 26, 2020.

in the short run, especially 
when we’re the only reserve 
currency when we do print 
our money so to speak by 
borrowing it freely where you 
wouldn’t be able to do that if 
you perform like they do. No 
issues in the near-term, even 
the mid-term, but I’m worried 
about the long-term which is 
what most people don’t worry 
about and then you get caught 
in real pickles when you have 
that short-sighted view.” 

Braun also discussed the re- 
cent trip to the southern bor- 
der he made along with other 
Republican lawmakers a few 
days before. 

“Its a classic example of 
political discord as well,’ 
said Braun. “The underlying 
issues which will be compre- 
hensive immigration reform 
in my opinion have to be 
predicated on a secure bor- 
der. Because people making 
that long trek and the journey 
it’s out of desperation. They 
should never be put in peril to 
make that journey in the first 
place.” 

Braun said he supported 


former President Donald 
Trump’s border wall and 
immigration policy and was 
concerned about Biden’s re- 
cent moves on this issue. 

“It was working in terms of 
at least keeping folks from 
putting themselves in harm’s 
way. Cooperating with Mex- 
ico and the northern triangle 
countries, and it was com- 
pletely undone because of the 
politics,’ said Braun. “I was 
talking to the border patrol, 
they said even though you 
ideally wouldn’t want a wall, 
you needed one if you were 
going to keep some type of 
order at the border, and that 
was arbitrarily discontinued 
and you put the welcome mat 
out by campaigning on it and 
actually once you're elected, 
even reinforcing it. We’ve 
got a humanitarian crisis that 
sadly could be fixed immedi- 
ately by going back to what 
was working.” 

On the topic of COVID-19 
vaccinations, Braun told 
Business Insiders Azmi 
Haroun in March that he 
hadn’t received his shot yet 
despite being eligible. 

On Wednesday, Braun 
wouldn’t comment further on 
his vaccination status, but said 


that he supported people’s 
rights to choose whether or 
not to make an appointment. 

“That is by far the variable 
that has put us into a place 
where we can get back to nor- 
mal and recommend it across 
the board. Had it not been en- 
couraged by the prior admin- 
istration, the CDC and FDA 
would be fumbling around 
with the whole process and 
that’s where the entrepreneur- 
ial approach of doing some- 
thing different worked,” said 
Braun. “But when you cross 
the threshold of vaccine pass- 
ports and you try to invade 
any individual’s privacy or 
the several reasons one may 
not want to do that individu- 
ally ... in some cases due to 
autoimmune issues, allergies, 
maybe a deeply held religious 
belief. It doesn’t make any 
difference. The ultimate de- 
cision should be an individ- 
ual one. And never mandat- 
ed by a government. That’s 
the statement I made. And I 
won’t go any further on that. 
It’s a question of big govern- 
ment vs. individual liberty.”

Ree with a burgeoning 
crisis at the southern border, 
President Joe Biden has pledged 
to increase economic assistance 
to countries in Central Amer- 
ica’s Northern Triangle. He’s 
right to do so. But money alone 
won’t be enough. 

The three Northern Triangle 
countries — Guatemala, El Sal- 
vador and Honduras — are some 
of the least developed nations in 
the Western Hemisphere, with 
poverty rates twice as high as in 
the rest of Latin America. The 
impact of the pandemic and two 
hurricanes in 2020 compounded 
the region’s misery, displacing 
hundreds of thousands and 
causing Central America’s econ- 
omies to shrink by 6 percent. 
All three countries rank among 
the most violent and corrupt 
places on earth. Surveys show 
that more than 1 in 5 citizens 
say they’ve had to pay bribes to 
receive government services. 

The Biden administration has 
called for providing $4 billion 
over four years to the three 
countries to address the “root 
causes” of emigration. That’s 
roughly double the amount 
spent by Donald Trump’s 
administration, which in recent 
years cut off aid to punish the 
countries for failing to crack 


down on migration. The U.S. 
has an interest in holding the 
region’s leaders accountable for 
their citizens’ welfare, but amid 
public-health and environmental 
calamities, Trump’s policy to- 
ward Central America was cruel 
and shortsighted. Wisely, Biden 
wants to reverse it. 

At the same time, the admin- 
istration should be clear-eyed 
about what this new assistance 
can achieve. Although the three 
countries got about $2.4 billion 
in aid between 2013 and 2018, 
a Government Accountability 
Office report concluded that 
“limited information is avail- 
able about how U.S. assistance 
improved prosperity, gov- 
ernance, and security in the 
Northern Triangle.” Rather than 
rely on opaque bureaucracies 
to administer aid programs, the 
U.S. should adopt a more target- 
ed approach. Diplomats in the 
region should work with civ- 
il-society groups that promote 
public transparency and the rule 
of law. “Place-based” strategies 
that steer resources to areas that 
produce the highest numbers of 
migrants should be expanded. 
Biden should also boost support 
for anti-corruption commissions 
that have effectively exposed 
cases of embezzlement and 


collusion between government 
officials and organized crime. 

Perhaps more important, the 
U.S. should try to promote 
economic growth in the three 
countries. Negotiating digital 
trade agreements would reduce 
operating costs for business- 
es and spur investment in the 
region’s nascent technology 
sector. Linking the U.S.-Mex- 
ico-Canada Agreement with 
the Central America Free Trade 
Agreement would encourage 
companies to re-shore supply 
chains to the Northern Triangle 
by giving goods manufactured 
there duty-free access to the 
U.S. market. By one estimate, 
shifting just 5 percent of current 
investment in supply-chain pro- 
duction from China to Central 
America would create 1 million 
jobs in the region. 

The factors causing so many 
to flee the Northern Triangle 
won’t subside overnight — but 
solving America’s border crisis 
requires that policy makers 
address them. A strategy that 
improves governance and 
promotes opportunity stands 
the best chance of helping the 
region’s people build better 
futures at home.

The case against school choice expansion 
and in support of K-12 public education

he tone of the 2021 budget 

session of the Indiana Gen- 
eral Assembly has been quite 
different from the last budget 
session in 2019 when K-12 pub- 
lic education leaders stood with 
legislative leaders to announce 
a state budget that devoted $763 
million in new funding for K-12 
public education. Fast forward to 
this session, and it has been one 
consumed with a contentious de- 
bate on the proposed expansion 
of school choice programs that 
devote significant funds to pri- 
vate education. Indiana already 
ranks fifth for spending of state 
tax dollars on private school 
programs, but now ranks just 
39th in the nation for per-pupil 
expenditures for public schools 
and the more than 1 million 
students we serve — down from 
22nd among states in 2004. Why 
this shift in legislative priority 
has occurred is befuddling, giv- 
en that the facts neither support 
the need nor benefit of state 
funding for private schools. 

The Indiana School Boards As- 
sociation, together with several 
other public education groups, 
urges legislators to build on the 
good budget passed in 2019 
by providing adequate funding 
to address the teacher pay gap 
and a tuition support increase 
for public schools that keep 
pace with or exceeds, inflation. 
Choice Scholarship voucher 
expansion and the creation of 
Education Scholarship Accounts 
(ESAs) will cost an estimated 
$144 million over the next two 
years, diminishing the monies 
available to traditional public 
schools. Despite serving less 
than five percent of Indiana 
K-12 students, funding for the 


voucher program to pay for pri- 
vate education for eligible stu- 
dents will increase by more than 
20 percent per year. The ESA 
program will be established at 
a projected cost of $19 million 
during the 2022-2023 school 
year and will operate much like 
a health savings account, where 
certain parents receive state tax 
dollars they can use to enroll 
their child in private education 
and pay for qualified education- 
al expenses. The ESA concept 
treats education as a commodity 
purchased by parents with little 
accountability to the public for 
use of these funds, rather than a 
public good or benefit to all tax- 
payers and residents of Indiana. 
The diversion of money away 
from the more than 90 percent 
of all students whose families 
have chosen public education as 
their schools of choice means 
fewer funds for raising teacher 
pay. After his teacher compen- 
sation commission noted that 
Indiana has ranked last in the 
U.S. since 2001 for average 
annual teacher pay increases, 
the Governor in his State of the 
State speech advised legislators 
to avoid funding school choice 
expansion at the expense of the 
traditional public school system. 
The legislature is required by 
Article 8, Section 1, of the Indi- 
ana Constitution to provide, by 
law, for a general and uniform 
system of Common Schools, 
wherein tuition shall be without 
charge, and equally open to all. 
Open enrollment has led to more 
than 70,000 students this school 
year enrolling in another public 
school district outside of their 
district of residence. In com- 
parison, the Choice Scholarship 
voucher program funds about 
35,000 students, of which 61 
percent of these students have 
never attended a public school. 


Legislative proposals will make 
even more families eligible for 
state-funded tuition to attend a 
private school. How so? 

Eligibility to receive a voucher 
would expand from 150 percent 
to 300 percent of the amount to 
qualify for the federal free or 
reduced-price meals program. 
The annual income limit for a 
household of five would jump 
generously from approximately 
$85,000 to $170,000 — more 
than twice Indiana’s median 
family income of $73,876. 
These families already have the 
means to afford private educa- 
tion. 

Indiana citizens need to know 
that a majority of the private 
schools benefiting from the 
Choice Scholarship voucher 
program are concentrated in just 
four counties — Marion, Allen, 
St. Joseph and Lake. On the 
other hand, 33 counties have no 
private school voucher provid- 
ers, and another 20 counties only 
have one such voucher school. 
Why are hundreds of millions 
of dollars going to support so 
few students that don’t benefit 
all areas of the state, when K-12 
public education in every county 
could be better funded? 

Public schools are a pillar 
of our democracy and are the 
engines of opportunity for our 
citizenry. Public education 
remains necessary to produce 
a competitive workforce and 
catalyzes economic development 
and job growth. If the facts and 
statistics are compelling to you, 
please join the more than 170 
school boards that have passed 
resolutions to express opposition 
to this agenda and ask your leg- 
islators to vote no to the expan- 
sion of private school choice.

2019 and $14,050 in 2020 which is adjusted 
for inflation each year; but, at a substan- 
dard rate. The Hendricks County tax rate 
was increased 3.3 percent for 2019 and 9.6 
percent for 2020 that added to this increase. 
Also, we pay an Indiana sales tax of 7 per- 
cent to 9 percent, wheel taxes, property 
taxes, license taxes, gasoline taxes, gaming 
taxes, excise taxes, etc. Contact your gover- 
nor, senators and state representatives.

Please, Gov. Holcomb, 
veto Senate Bill 5 


It now seems the Indiana Legislature is 
determined to pass Senate Bill 5, which is 
a direct response to actions taken by local 
health departments during the COVID-19 
pandemic. We write this column to educate 
Hoosiers on the many dangers of SB 5 with 
a plea to Gov. Eric Holcomb that he veto the 
bill. 

Our organizations represent more than 
1,300 local health department employees 
and thousands of doctors, nurses, public 
health professionals and hospital leaders in 
Indiana. 

Guided by facts, science and a sin- 
gle-minded mission to keep you and your 
community healthy, local public health 
officials and our hospital and clinical care 
partners take very seriously the responsibili- 
ty to protect human health and the important 
balancing act between science, economic 
impact and personal freedoms. 

Supporters of SB 5 have argued they intend 
to protect the rights of business owners and 
ensure economic health, but the reality is 
that weakening health oversight can have 
terrible impacts on local businesses by risk- 
ing the health of the consumers and workers 
who keep those businesses operating. 

While sometimes it may seem that public 
health is pitted against economic vitality, it 
is not health versus economy, but rather the 
long-term protection of economic success 
through smart, evidence-based strategies 
designed to reduce disease transmission with 
short-term protection strategies. 

If SB 5 were to become law, Hoosiers 
should expect dangerous consequences on 
several fronts. 

First, the bill gives politicians full control 
over major public health decisions, most of 
whom lack the expertise needed to properly 
engage in unusually complex public health 
subject and regulatory matters. 

These elected officials would now be 
responsible for restaurants experiencing out- 
breaks of E. coli, norovirus and hepatitis A. 
They would be responsible for legionella in 
hospital settings, lead in our drinking water 
and deadly bacteria in our public swimming 
pools. 

Another major concern is shifting local 
health enforcement appeals processes from 
courts to city and county boards. This would 
require significant additional infrastructure 
on the city and county level and would also 
add another, cumbersome layer for public 
health officials to navigate. 

Even worse, until an appeal is heard by a 
city or county board, the entity in question 
would have an opportunity to remain open, 
even if it is not following health orders. 

With a process lasting potentially weeks or 
months, this provision alone could lead to 
catastrophic disease within a community. 

SB 5 also prevents a local health depart- 
ment from implementing orders more 
restrictive than those issued by the Gover- 
nor’s Office, unless such orders are approved 
by a county executive or a combination of 
approval by a city legislative body or mayor. 

Given the diversity of population den- 
sity and different public health problems 
throughout our state, a one-size-fits-all strat- 
egy would do little to combat public health 
emergencies. Public health officials must 
have the ability to protect their communities 
by tailoring public health measures to the 
specific needs of the populations they serve. 

These decisions must be made quickly and 
often with little time for preparation. Experi- 
ence and expertise are critical to making the 
best decisions for our communities. 

We must continue to trust data and science. 
The negative impacts of COVID-19 could 
and would have been much worse had it not 
been for the difficult decisions made by pub- 
lic health officials to protect their communi- 
ties. We have accomplished a great deal. 

SB 5 would most certainly threaten those 
accomplishments and expose Hoosiers to 
even greater harm in the future.

Elevate this weeknight soup with orzo 


he key ingredient in 

this simple and deli- 
cious soup is orzo. Orzo is 
the Italian word for barley, 
but names can be deceiv- 
ing, because 
orzo is not 
a grain. And 
despite its 
rice shape, 
orzo is not 
rice, even 
though 
orzo is also 
known as 
risoni in 
Italy. 

Confused? Don’t be. 

Orzo is a pasta made from 
semolina flour, and when 
cooked it imparts a creamy 
texture to soups and pasta 
dishes — and yes, it can 
also stand in as a substitute 
for rice, or even as an addi- 
tion to rice dishes, such as 
rice pilaf.

There are a number of 
ways to prepare orzo, 
thanks to its shape. Prepare 
it as you would pasta, 
cooking in generously salt- 
ed water until al dente and 
serving warm or in a salad. 
It can also be prepared in a 
method similar to risotto, 
where a cooking liquid, 
such as chicken stock, 
is gradually added while 
stirring the pasta until the 
liquid is absorbed before 
adding more. The result 
will be a creamy risot- 
to-like pasta dish, thanks to 
the starch released from the 
pasta while stirring. Orzo 
can also be mixed into rice 
after toasting the grains 
first to release their flavor. 

This easy weeknight soup 
is forgiving and welcomes 
any stray vegetables hun- 
kered in your refrigerator. 
It’s a wonderful way to 


use leftover chicken from 
a roasted or a store-bought 
bird. The addition of the 
orzo elevates it a notch, 
with the pasta’s starch 
infusing the stock with a 
comforting richness. 


Chicken Orzo Soup 
Active Time: 25 minutes 
Total Time: 25 minutes 
Yield: Serves 4 
1 tablespoon extra-virgin 
olive oil 
1 medium onion, chopped 
1 carrot, thinly sliced 
1 celery rib, thinly sliced 
1 small bulb fennel, thinly 
sliced 
1 teaspoon dried thyme 
1 Cup orzo 
6 cups chicken stock 
2 cups shredded cooked 
chicken 
1 tablespoon fresh lemon 
juice 
1 teaspoon kosher salt 


1/2 teaspoon freshly ground 
black pepper 
1 to 2 tablespoons chopped 

Italian parsley leaves 

Heat the oil in a large pot 
over medium heat. Add 
the onion and saute until 
soft, about 3 minutes. Add 
the carrots, celery and 
fennel and saute until the 
vegetables are bright and 
crisp-tender, about 3 min- 
utes more. Add the thyme 
and saute until fragrant, 
about 30 seconds. Add 
the orzo and stir to coat 
and lightly toast, about 1 
minute. 

Pour in the stock, bring 
to a boil, and simmer until 
the orzo is tender, about 10 
minutes. Add the chicken, 
lemon juice, salt and pep- 
per and simmer until the 
chicken is heated through. 
Taste for seasoning. Stir in 
the parsley and serve. 


Online fitness classes go mainstream

Last spring, when fitness 
clubs were ordered to close 
because of the pandemic, 
they started offering online 
classes as an option to their 
exercise-deprived clients. It 
was supposed to be a tempo- 
rary fix, but it has become a 
long-term change in the way 
—and the places — that people 
work out. 

Clubs are ramping up their 
online offerings to reach 
members who have realized 
that they like exercising at 
home. 

“We took what we thought 
were lemons and made some 
pretty cool lemonade,’ said 
Kyle Beste, vice president 
of fitness and nutrition for 
the Life Time fitness clubs. 
“What we thought was a 
stopgap solution has evolved 
into a new way of thinking 
about our business.” 

By linking its clubs, Life 
Time is offering more than 
600 livestreamed classes a 
week, with several hundred 
more available via on-de- 
mand recordings. As it ratch- 
ets up production, the compa- 
ny is eyeing as many as 1,000 
livestreamed classes a week 
in everything from yoga to 
cycling, strength training to 
cardio workouts.

“If the members want to 
take a thousand classes a 
week, we'll give them to 
them,” he said. 

Life Time is far from the 
only club making this move. 
The YMCA360 program of- 
fers a wide range of online 
programs, from its Silver 
Sneakers classes for senior 
citizens to kids’ yoga. Na- 
tional fitness chains like LA 
Fitness and Orangetheory 
also have jumped into lives- 
treaming. 

Technological innovations 
— including Zoom, YouTube 
and FaceTime — have opened 
the online door to small, inde- 
pendent clubs, as well. There 
even are individual trainers 
who’ve gotten into the act, 


such as Muinneapolis-based 
Kelsey Lindell, whose ses- 
sions are offered as part of 
the Shape Society Collective, 
a co-op fitness organization. 

And it’s not just the clubs. 
The companies that make ex- 
ercise equipment also offer 
streaming and on-demand 
classes. Peloton is perhaps 
the best known because of its 
advertising, but it has plenty 
of company, including Nor- 
dictrack and Bowflex. 

Even fitness clothing com- 
panies have gotten into the 
market. Nike has launched 
its Training Club App. In 
addition to exercise classes, 
Reebok is offering wellness 
sessions. And the Mirror, 
recently purchased by Lulu- 


lemon, offers real-time inter- 
active training. 

Of course, there also are 
the video offerings that were 
around before the pandemic 
but have stepped up produc- 
tion, including Crunch Fit- 
ness and Beach Body. 

This is not strictly a U.S. 
phenomenon, either. A recent 
report by British-based AMA 
Research, which tracks trends 
in health care, said that inter- 
est in online fitness classes is 
growing worldwide and pre- 
dicted that the gains will con- 
tinue at least through 2025. 

“Online fitness courses are 
rapidly gaining popularity 
due to the growing health 
awareness among the people, 
increased internet penetration 
and rise in smartphone users,” 
the report said. Everyone 
“from children to adults are 
taking huge interest in online 
fitness courses.” 

One of the main motivators 
in Life Time’s surge in on- 
line classes was the realiza- 
tion that the landscape of the 
workaday world is changing. 

Various economic analysts 
are predicting that even af- 
ter the pandemic all-clear is 
sounded, many people will 
continue to work from home, 
at least part time. And that 
means that many people like- 
ly will continue to exercise 
from home. 


The FDIC wants to make it 
easier for millions of 
‘unbanked’ Americans to 
get their stimulus payments 


ne thing is clear after 

multiple rounds of 
pandemic-related stimulus 
payments: having a bank 
account helps deliver the 
money faster. 

People who provided 
current bank account in- 
formation to the IRS were 
among the first to receive 
direct deposit payments, 
which began 
arriving a 
year ago 
this month. 
Although 
glitches 
prevented 
some people 
with di- 
rect-deposit 
information 
on file with 
the IRS from getting their 
payments right away, elec- 
tronic delivery decreased 
wait times exponentially. 
Direct deposit easily beat 
receiving a mailed check or 
prepaid debit card, which, 
with the slowdowns in the 
U.S. Postal Service, further 
increased the possibility of 
a delay. 

Millions of Americans 
conduct their day-to-day 
financial business out- 
side the banking system, 
leaving many to be preyed 
upon by payday-loan 
companies or rent-to-own 
establishments. Or they 
end up paying unnecessary 
fees to cash checks. 

For decades, various 
government agencies have 
struggled to persuade the 
most economically vulner- 
able households to open 
bank accounts. Nearly 95 
percent of U.S. households 
— about 124 million — have 
either a bank or credit 
union account, according 
to the latest “How Amer- 
ica Banks” report by the 
Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation (FDIC). 

But the other 7.1 million 
households don’t have 
bank accounts. Lower-in- 
come and minority popula- 
tions are disproportionately 
represented among these 
unbanked households. 
Nearly 14 percent of Black 
and 12 percent of Hispanic 
households are unbanked, 
compared with 2.5 percent 
of White households, ac- 
cording to the report. 

Given the economic and 
social disruptions caused 
by the pandemic, being 
able to conduct your finan- 
cial business electronically 
is paramount. 

“The pandemic is also 
presenting particular chal- 
lenges to households that 
rely on paper instruments 
to conduct financial trans- 
actions; that need or want 
to visit bank branches; that 
do not have an adequate 
savings cushion; or that do 
not have access to respon- 
sible, affordable credit,” 
the FDIC report said. 

Then there is the stim- 
ulus money. There is a 
population of people the 
government is trying to 
reach. They don’t receive 
federal benefits and typi- 
cally don’t file a tax return. 
And many are unbanked, 
which means if and when 
the IRS finally gets a tax 
return for them to send a 
payment, the agency will 
have to mail them a check 
or prepaid debit card. 

To make it easier for 
these households to get 
their stimulus funds, the 
FDIC has launched a pub- 
lic awareness campaign — 
#GetBanked — to persuade 
unbanked individuals of 
the benefits of having a 
bank account. 

The campaign will run 
in Atlanta and Houston, 
where the FDIC says its 
research finds a dispropor- 
tionately higher percentage 
of unbanked Black and 
Hispanic households. 

This summer, more 
stimulus money is slated 
to be distributed by the 
IRS in the form of advance 
child tax credit payments. 
Having a bank account will 
speed up the payments.

$1.9 trillion covid-related 
aid includes a substan- 

tial increase to the Child 
Tax Credit, which for the 
2021 tax year expands to 
a fully refundable $3,600 
for children 5 and younger 
and $3,000 for those ages 
6 to 17. 

The payments are slated 
to begin in July. The mon- 
ey is an advance, amount- 
ing to roughly half of the 
tax credit parents can claim 
when they file their federal 
returns next year. Having a 
bank account could mean 
fewer fees for people who 
need every dollar delivered 
to them by the IRS. 

The administration 
wants to ensure unbanked 
households can get these 
supersized payments by 
direct deposit in time for 
the start of the summertime 
payments, said Leonard 
Chanin, deputy to the 
chairman for consumer 
protection and innovation 
at the FDIC. 

“When you look more 
closely at which families 
are unbanked, the evidence 
shows a disturbing dispar- 
ity,’ Chanin said during a 
conference call about the 
#GetBanked initiative. 
“Simply stated, we have to 
do better.” 

When asked, about half 
of unbanked households 
said they didn’t have an ac- 
count because they didn’t 
believe they had enough 
money to meet minimum 
balance requirements. Oth- 
ers said they didn’t trust 
the financial institutions, 
Chanin said. 

As part of the media 
campaign starting this 
week, the FDIC pointed to 
efforts to create no-cost or 
low-cost (as little as $5 a 
month) banking accounts 
for people afraid that fees 
and other charges would 
create a financial burden. 
The accounts, offered at 
75 banks and credit unions 
under a national initiative 
called “Bank On,” are 
designed especially for 
the unbanked. People can 
open an account for $25 
or less. Most importantly, 
with this type of account, 
overdraft or non-sufficient 
funds fees are not allowed. 
Transactions are declined 
if the funds are not in the 
account. 

The national Bank On 
program is run by Cities 
for Financial Empower- 
ment Fund, which points 
out that in many states, 
check cashing fees can 
be as much as 2.5 percent 
of the check amount. So, 
cashing a $5,600 stimulus 
check for a family of four 
in the latest round of relief 
(married couple with two 
dependents) would mean 
$140 in fees. 

You can learn about the 
accounts and the campaign 
by going to fdic.gov/get- 
banked. On the site, people 
can search for participating 
credit unions and banks 
offering the Bank On 
accounts. 

“It really is an overlap 
between communities 
that are unbanked and 
those who are eligible 
for any federal financial 
assistance,” said Elizabeth 
Ortiz, the FDIC’s deputy 
director for consumer and 
community affairs in the 
division of depositor and 
consumer protection. “That 
also means there’s a dis- 
connect when you want to 
give people the money they 
need quickly and safely.”

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Indiana school voucher expansion 
rolled back in Senate plan

INDIANAPOLIS — A pro- 
posed expansion of Indiana’s 
private school voucher pro- 
gram would be scaled back 
under the new state budget 
plan from state Senate Re- 
publicans, while still boost- 
ing the program’s spending 
by about 25 percent. 

The two-year state spend- 
ing plan endorsed by a Sen- 
ate committee Thursday 
faces more negotiations over 
the next two weeks, with the 
top House Republican in- 
tent on pushing for bigger 
voucher changes that could 
add several thousand more 
students to the program. 

The Senate’s budget pro- 
posal would increase overall 
school funding by 1.2 per- 
cent the first year and about 
3 percent the second year, 
slightly more than a plan 
the Republican-dominated 
House endorsed in February. 

The Senate plan also di- 
rects nearly $900 million 
in federal COVID-19 relief 
money toward several eco- 
nomic grant programs and 
one-time spending projects. 
It also drops a House-sup- 
ported increase in the state’s 
cigarette tax while backing 
a new state tax on vaping 
products. 

The Senate’s voucher plan 
is projected to cost an addi- 
tional $51 million over the 


next two years — about one- 
eighth of the total $408 mil- 
lion more the budget would 
allocate toward K-12 fund- 
ing — by adding about 4,600 
students, or 13 percent, to 
the program. The House 
proposal was projected 
to cost $125 million with 
some 12,000 more voucher 
students. 

Senate leaders had talked 
for weeks about limiting the 
voucher expansion cost. 

“We felt that it was rea- 
sonable to increase it, but 
we wanted to maybe look 
at a more modest increase,” 
said Republican Sen. Eric 
Bassler of Washington. 

Amid the voucher de- 
bate, Democratic senators 
lamented that the Republi- 
can spending plan did little 
to directly boost the state’s 
lagging teacher pay or take 
up recommendations from 
the teacher pay commission 
appointed by GOP Gov. Eric 
Holcomb. 

Senate budget writers re- 
duced the school voucher 
expansion by allowing for 
a smaller increase in the 
family income eligibility, 
which now stands at roughly 
$96,000 a year for a family 
of four. The Senate would 
raise that limit to $110,000 a 
year, down from the House’s 
proposed cap of $145,000 in 
annual income. 

Both plans would all those 
students to receive the full 


voucher amount, rather than 
the current tiered system that 
limits full vouchers to such 
families with incomes of 
about $48,000. 

Republican House Speak- 
er Todd Huston said House 
negotiators would be work- 
ing to help senators “see the 
light” on the voucher expan- 
sion. 

“I believe that parents 
should have a choice for 
their children and we will be 
consistent with that message 
at the negotiating table,” 
Huston said. “I would expect 
that we will be negotiating 
very aggressively around 
those provisions.” 

The school voucher expan- 
sion has faced broad opposi- 
tion from traditional public 
school supporters, with near- 
ly 150 school boards across 
the state approving resolu- 
tions against it. 

“We can’t get everything 
we want. We’ll lament any- 
time more money goes to 
choice scholarship vouch- 
ers,’ said Terry Spradlin, 
executive director of the 
Indiana School Boards As- 
sociation. “Overall, I think 
the Senate’s done a nice job, 
shifting priorities and repri- 
oritizing and balancing this 
budget to make sure K-12 
public education benefits, as 
well, from the budget.” 

The Senate didn’t embrace 
a new House-backed pro- 
gram allowing parents to 


directly spend state money 
on their child’s education 
expenses. Those education 
savings accounts, costing 
$19 million under the House 
plan, were cut to $3 million 
and limited to the families of 
children with special needs 
in the Senate budget. 

Other provisions in the 
Senate budget plan direct 
to various programs about 
one-third of the $3 billion 
the state expects to receive 
from the latest federal coro- 
navirus relief package. That 
includes $250 million to- 
ward broadband internet ex- 
pansion grants, $150 million 
for a regional development 
program proposed by the 
governor, $150 million for 
physical health and mental 
health program, $60 million 
for small business grants and 
$25 million toward police 
agencies buying officer body 
cameras. 

Senate Appropriations 
Committee Chairman Ryan 
Mishler, a Republican from 
Bremen, said decisions 
might be made on spending 
more of that money before 
the Legislature’s final budget 
vote in about two weeks. 

“I don’t think we spent it 
all because we still don’t 
know what’s ahead,” Mish- 
ler said. “I don’t think that’s 
wise to spend all of it now. 
We may have some issues 
we don’t even know about 
coming down the road.” 


Calls to child abuse hotline down during pandemic 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — 
The frequency of calls to 
Indiana’s child abuse and 
neglect hotline fell by more 
than 10 percent last year 
compared to the previous 
two years, and an expert 
said that may reflect the 
isolation brought on by the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 

The Indiana Department 
of Child Services hotline re- 
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ceived on average about 600 
calls each business day in 
2020, the agency said, com- 
pared with about 700 calls 
on average every business 
day in 2018 and 2019. 

“A lot of times our report 
sources are people who see 
the kids every day, who no- 
tice a behavior change or 
who see a bruise that wasn’t 
there yesterday,’ DCS fam- 
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ily case manager supervisor 
Lacy Mullenberg told The 
Indianapolis Star. “And then 
during the pandemic, we 
saw less kids in school, they 
weren’t having in-person 
doctor visits, they weren’t 
having in-person therapeutic 
visits. 

“It doesn’t mean it’s not 
happening. It just means no 
one’s seeing it,” Mullenberg 
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said. 

April is Child Abuse Pre- 
vention Month. Indiana law 
requires every adult who 
suspects abuse or neglect 
is occurring to report it to 
authorities. Call 911 or the 
Child Abuse and Neglect 
Hotline at 800-800-5556. 
The hotline is available 24/7 
and reports can be made 
anonymously. 
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Lawmakers adopt 
penalties for failing 
to protect monuments 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) 
— The Indiana Legislature 
passed a bill Thursday that 
allows the state to withhold 
funding to cities that fail to 
protect public monuments 
and memorials from van- 
dalism, part of an attempt 
by Republican lawmakers 
to deter protests that have 
elevated since the death of 
George Floyd. 

State agencies would be 
allowed to withhold cer- 
tain discretionary funds 
from local governments 
that don’t prioritize the 
protection of certain fa- 
cilities, monuments, me- 
morials and statues, ac- 
cording to the legislation. 
State police would also 
be required to assist local 
governments when inves- 
tigating people who dese- 
crate any monuments and 
memorials. 

“This is honestly a bill I 
hope never has to be used, 
and I hope not a single 
penny has to be held from 
a political subdivision,” 
said Republican Sen. Eric 
Koch, of Bedford. “But we 
hold certain monuments 
and memorials with 
very special significance.” 

The Senate measure was 
amended by lawmakers in 
the House to also revive 


language from another bill 
to make it easier to charge 
rioters with a felony. 

Rioting is raised from a 
Class A misdemeanor to 
a level six felony, which 
carries a prison sentence 
of up to 2.5 years and a 
fine of up to $50,000 if 
there’s resulting property 
damage or serious bodily 
injury, according to the 
provision. 

The felony further in- 
creases to a level five — 
carrying one to six years in 
prison — if it results in cat- 
astrophic injury, death or 
damage of at least $50,000. 

The bill, which now 
heads to the governor, is 
part of a series introduced 
by Republican legislators 
that seek to increase pen- 
alties for rioting, vandaliz- 
ing monuments, blocking 
emergency vehicles and 
violating curfews. 

The proposals came in 
response to May 2020 
protests against racial in- 
justice and police brutality 
spurred by Floyd’s death 
in Minneapolis police cus- 
tody. In Indianapolis, it 
resulted in several nights 
of sometimes violent pro- 
tests, as well as clashes 
between demonstrators 
and police. 
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Peace as 
promised

esus finished out the first 

day of His resurrection 
with powerful words. He 
appeared to the disciples 
and said, “Peace be with 
you” (John 20:19). They 
needed those words at that 
very moment because of 
the great fear that over- 
came them. After the death 
of their Messiah, you had 
better believe they were 
scared. If they did all that 
stuff to Jesus, what were 
the Jews going to do to 
them. His followers pushed 
hard for Him to be an earth- 
ly king. Yet, it was the glo- 
ry of the Father to catapult 
His Son into the cross for 
sinners. This is why Jesus 
appeared to His disciples 
with the Gospel that spoke 
peace. Their ears and eyes 
could handle nothing else. 
Also, the Lord showed 
them His hands and sides 
as proof of His victory over 
the gruesome spectacle 
lifted by the Romans upon 
the cross. 

God’s grace was over- 
flowing upon these disci- 
ples so that they would find 
comfort and peace against 
sin, death, and Satan. St. 
John tells us their reaction 
saying, “The disciples were 
overjoyed when they saw 
the Lord” (20:20). They 
were basking in the light 
of God’s Son who breathes 
life upon those sitting in 
darkness. 

Christ’s victory by way of 
His sacrifice still comes to 
give peace and joy. Chris- 
tians now celebrate and 


confess, “Christ is risen! He 
is risen indeed. Alleluia!” 
Amid our fears, anxiet- 

ies, and despair the Lord 
appears. Jesus comes by 
those precious gifts of His 
Word and sacraments — the 
baptism and the Lord’s Sup- 
per — as means or vehicles 
where God declares to us 
His presence. The Church 
receives this forgiveness 
and life from the Name of 
the Triune God: Father, 
Son, and Holy Spirit. Jesus 
keeps telling His baptized, 
“Peace be with you.” It is 
like hearing a parent say to 
their child, “I love you.” No 
greater word God speaks 

to sinners as the gift of His 
grace. Some churches even 
share that certainty right 
before worship or commu- 
nion greeting one another by 
saying, “Peace be with you.” 
An overabundance of good 
news pours out from Jesus 
who is Savior and Lord. 

It is to hear peace from 
Him by the Word, and yes, 
to handle the wounds of the 
risen Jesus hidden under 
the bread and wine. All this 
God does for us who are 
scared, lonely, intimidated 
and cut off from any hope 
in a world of darkness. 
Indeed, like those first 
disciples, there is nothing 
better to hear, “Peace be 
with you.” It a gladness that 
knows all things are right 
by faith in Jesus even when 
life carries all kinds of 
hardships and sorrows. For- 
giveness, life and salvation 
reign from God for you in 
Jesus Christ.

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America’s overlooked flock: 
The ‘nothing in particulars’ 


hile working on the 

1985 book “Habits of 
the Heart,” the late sociol- 
ogist Robert N. Bellah met 
“Sheila,” who described 
her faith in words that 
researchers have quoted 
ever since. 

“I can’t remember the 
last time I went to church,” 
she said. “My faith has 
carried me a long way. It’s 
Sheilaism. Just my own 
little voice.” The goal was 
to “love yourself and be 
gentle with yourself. ... I 
think God would want us 
to take care of each other.” 

A decade later, during 
the so-called “New Age” 
era, researchers described a 
similar faith approach with 
this mantra: “spiritual but 
not religious.” 

Then in the 21st centu- 
ry’s first decade, the Pew 
Research Center began 
charting a surge of reli- 
giously unaffiliated Ameri- 
cans, describing this cohort 
in a 2012 report with this 
newsy label: “nones.” 

Do the math. “Nones” 
were 10 percent of Ameri- 
ca’s population in 1996, 15 
percent in 2006, 20 percent 
in 2014 and 26 percent 
in 2019. These stunning 
trends linked many stories 
that I have covered for de- 
cades, since this past week 
marked my 33rd anniversa- 
ry writing this national On 
Religion column. 

Obviously, these evolv- 
ing labels described a 
growing phenomenon in 
public and private life, 
said political scientist 
Ryan Burge of Eastern

new book 
“The Nones: 
Where They 
Came From, 
Who They 
Are, and 
Where They 
Are Going.” 
But hidden under that 
“nones” umbrella are divi- 
sions that deserve atten- 


tion. For example, the 2018 


Cooperative Congressional 
Election Study found that 
5.7 percent of the Ameri- 
can population is atheist, 
5.7 percent agnostic and 
19.9 percent “nothing in 
particular.” 

“When you say ‘nones’ 
and all you think about is 
atheists and agnostics, then 
you’re not seeing the big 
picture,” said Burge, who 
is a contributor at the Get- 


Religion.org website I have 


led since 2004. “Atheists 


have a community. Atheists 


have a belief system. They 
are highly active when it 
comes to politics and pub- 
lic institutions. 

“But these ‘nothing in 
particular’ Americans 
don’t have any of that,” he 
continued. “They’re strug- 
gling. They’re disconnect- 


ed from American life in so 


many ways.” 

In his book, Burge 
stressed that “‘nothing in 
particulars’ are one of the 
most educationally and 
economically disadvan- 
taged groups in the United 
States today.” 

This is also a growing 


author of the 


slice of the population, 
with 1 in 20 Americans 
becoming “NIPs” during 
the past decade. While 
Protestants, at 40 percent, 
are the largest flock in 
American religion, the 
“nothing in particular” 
crowd is the second larg- 
est, at nearly 20 percent. 
Catholics are close behind 
at 18 percent. 

Several other trends 
have affected the “nones” 
phenomenon, noted Burge. 
For example: Christians 
who say they never go to 
church increased from 10 
percent in 1993 to above 
15 percent in 2018. 

Meanwhile, America’s 
liberal “mainline” Protes- 
tant churches were 30.8 
percent of the population 
in 1976 — but crashed to 19 
percent in 1988 and down 
to 9.9 percent in 2016. 
Evangelical Protestants 
have remained relatively 
stable at about 21 percent, 
declining from a peak from 
1983 to 2000. Catholics 
have varied, with mass 
attendance declining. 

Changes in the religion 
marketplace also have 
political implications. Two 
years ago, the “nones” 
camp was 43.6 percent 
liberal, with 30.5 percent 
leaning liberal. Only 9.8 
percent were conservative, 
with 13 percent leaning 
conservative and 21.7 per- 
cent identifying as “mod- 
erate.” Thus, in 1978, half 
of America’s white weekly 
churchgoers were Demo- 
crats, but that number is 
now down to 25 percent. 


Most academics, politi- 
cos, journalists and even 
Christian apologists have, 
when addressing “nones” 
issues, focused on the 
most visible forms of this 
phenomenon, said Burge. 
It’s easy to find and quote 
articulate, highly motivated 
atheists and agnostics in 
online forums, or “woke” 
secular activists on college 
and university campuses. 

But “nothing in par- 
ticular” Americans have 
remained in the shadows, 
and it’s hard to find clear 
patterns that might explain 
their beliefs and behaviors. 

For example, not all 
“nothing in particular” 
Americans are unbelievers, 
strictly defined. One in 
10 “NIPs” attend worship 
services yearly and another 
10 percent attend monthly 
or more. And 25 percent of 
these Americans say that 
religion is “somewhat” 
or “very” important, with 
only 38.8 percent insisting 
that religion is “not at all 
important” in their lives. 

“Nothing in particular’ 
Americans seem to be 
stuck. They’re left out. 
They’re cut off and trapped 
by globalization and 
economic forces that are 
totally beyond their con- 
trol,” said Burge. “Many 
are angry, and they have 
nothing to lose. That’s why 
this NIP phenomenon is 
kind of scary to me.”

JR Hildebrand returning for Indy 500 with Foyt 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — 
A.J. Foyt still cherishes his 
first Indianapolis 500 victo- 
ry. 

This May, he’ll celebrate 
the 60-year anniversary with 
anew driver, JR Hildebrand, 
and a throwback car. 

Foyt’s team announced 
Thursday the California 
native will drive the No. 
1 ABC Supply Chevrolet, 
becoming the team’s fourth 
driver attempting to quali- 
fy for the Indianapolis 500. 
And the candy apple red 
nose, trimmed with black 
stripes over a white body 
may look awfully familiar to 
longtime race fans because 
it’s the same paint scheme 
Foyt had on his winning car 
in 1961. 

“All the wins were great 
races but the first one is a 
special one that you can 
never replace,” said 86-year- 
old A.J. Foyt, one of three 
four-time race winners. 
“The first time you do what 
you’ve dreamed all your 
life, what else can you do?” 

The No. 1 actually belongs 
to the defending series 
champion, New Zealand’s 
Scott Dixon who drives for 
Chip Ganassi Racing. 

But the team owner is 


lending the number to Foyt 
this May, making he throw- 
back car possible and team 
officials thankful for Ganas- 
si’s help in honoring the first 
of Foyt’s four wins. 

Hildebrand’s crew will 
honor the victory, too, by 
wearing uniforms modeled 
after the 1961 crew, head- 
ed by George Bignotti who 
helped steer a record seven 
cars to victory lane. 

For the 33-year-old Hil- 
debrand, it’s also a big deal. 

“The fact that I'll be run- 
ning a livery honoring A.J.’s 
first win 60 years ago is just 
an incredible thing to be a

part of,” he said. 

“Tve tried to bring a little 
history into at least some el- 
ement of my 500 gigs over 
the last few years — in °18 
we ran a 66 that was de- 
signed based on the car Jim 
Clark ran his lone NASCAR 
start with, in’19 we ran Dan 
Gurney’s 48, and last year 
we designed the 67 on our 
car from the numbers that 
were on Joe Leonard and 
Graham Hill’s 1968 turbine 
cars — but this definitely 
takes it to a whole new lev- 
el.” 

He will attempt to make 
an llth consecutive 500 


start alongside four-time 
series champion Sebastien 
Bourdais, Dalton Kellett 
and Charlie Kimball — his 
new teammates. Hildebrand 
drove for Dreyer & Rein- 
bold Racing the past three 
years. 

His best finish came as a 
rookie in 2011 when he lost 
the lead after crashing on 
the final turn of the race. His 
damaged car skidded across 
the yard of bricks in second 
place, behind the late Dan 
Wheldon. 

Hildebrand posted three 
more top-10 finishes — in 
2014, 2015 and 2016 — but 
hasn’t been higher than 
11th since then. He quali- 
fied sixth with Ed Carpenter 
Racing in 2017 and finished 
16th last year after starting 
from the No. 32 spot on the 
33-car starting grid 

“It really does bring a lot 
of memories back, espe- 
cially when a lot of people 
said I wouldn’t live to be 22 
years,” Foyt said. “(Team 
president) Larry (Foyt) 
jumped at it, I jumped at it. 
I’m glad we just have a car 
and glad to see it run with 
No. 1 and in my colors.” 

Qualifying for the May 30 
race is May 22-23.
